ETTERS from the Breffan advife, 
that the Two Armies continue in 
their former Pofts, and that they be- 
gin to want Forrage, efpecially the 

Imverialifis, who dare not go tar from their 
Quaviers, being almoft furrounded by the 
Freach, One of the Lmperialifts Parties of 
250 Horfe sdvancing the 1yth of laft Month 
to Calvi'zno, within a League of *Monte- 
cuaiaro, was attack d and defeated by the Sieur 
de Cappy Brigadier that commands in Car- 
penedoie, ho kill'd 38 of them and took 100 
with a great Number of Horfes, The 17th 
he furpriz’d and took a Guard of 12 Cuiraf- 
fiers with their Horfes. The 31ft a Detach- 
ment commanded by the Sieur de Sauve, 
Lieutenant Colionel of the Regiment of Sou- 


carriere , furprizd a Guard likewife near, 


Montechiaro, kill’d 6 Men and carried off £ 
Prifone:s with the commanding Officer. The 
rft of this Month, the Sieur de Cappy being 
on the March to lay a Bridge over the Chiefe, 
met a Party of 200 German Horfe, which he 
defeated taking 60 Prifoners. The next Da

And that they have laid a new Bridge over 
the Adige, at Mafi over againft la Badia, in 
Order co incommode the Quarters of the Im- 
perialifts, whofe Number increas‘ at Bogoflo 
over againft Carpi, at Bonavigo above Leg- 
nago, and thereabouts. Letters are arrivd 
from Conftantinople, which advife that great 
Rejoycings had been made there 7 Days to- 
gether, for the Birth of che Grand signior’s 
firftSon, who is nam’d Mahomet.

Venice, Feb. 20. The Officers of the 2
